Almost all the bhusscs helong to a very
targe and powenful company, called the
“Lomdon General “Omnibug Company,
Limited,” which has [ts busses all over
London, ranning on routes which raml-
fy from center to circumference, It s
w very well maneged conecern, T am told,
end cortniniy one has every reason to
belleve so, from i3 service, The horses
are always big, powerful animals, well
fed and caved for. The driver and con-
ductor are paid a eertain fixed salary;
the passengers are never overchargel
in thelr fares; and al any time of the
day or night a company’s Inspector is
Hable o board the bus, examine the
condictar's  und  passengers’  tekets,
and see that all I8 according to the
rules.

When, hiowever, the conductor
comes to collect the fare, and charges
tup-pence for a penny ride, or four-
pence for a tup-penny ride, it suddenly
dawns upon your disgusted intelligence
that you have inadvertently got into a
“Pirate” or bus that goes on its own
hook, or rather that of its conductor,
who Is its owner, and that It {a not a
company bus at all. This error can al-
ways be guarded against by looking for
the words: “London General Omnibus
Company” on the outside of fhe
bus, and if they be not there, why, of
course, it's a Pirate. There would not
be so much that Is mortifying In finding
one's self on o Plrate, if the extra fare
were all the difference, but a Plrate
generally goes so slowly that it Is an
potusl waste of precious time (o ride,
the conductor and driver are not bound
to be civil If they haven't a mind to,
and the horses are generally so skinny
and weak looking that one has a sneak-
Ing feeling that he ought in all justice
I arregted by the first Soclety for the
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals officer
that comea along for viding behind
them.

all they survey, every possible passen-
ger ls falr game, and as all they get Is
thelr own, they get all they can, and
how they zet It does not much matter
to them, though such an arrangement
may not be agreeable to thelr passen-
BOTS,
Not o Detightful Career,

Taken at [ts best, the life of these
bus conductors and drivers Is not o de-
lightful one, They drive from early
morning untll dark, eatlng thelr meals
eold on the coaveyanes, and In sYevere
and #tormy weather are afforded litile
or no shelter from the elements. The
driver, of course, has It much harder
than the conductor, unless he be one of
the favored employes of the “Umbrella
Bueses," which 1s the only line which
boasts of umbrellas at all, Al the rest,
though they may have oll skins and rugs
In plenty, arve not sufficlently shielded
elther from the wet or cold, and last
winter, which was the eoldest that Lon-
don had seen for many years, not a few
bus drivers were discovered frozen to
death In their places, and with the lUnes
siill In their helpless band., Both con-
ductor and driver are In every case
shabby, for their salarles are by no
means magnificent, theilr only virtue
being thelr unfailing regularity, and
one can see that their sufferings from
the cold In winter ave Intense, Never-
theless the company are never at o logs
for a new man, for as one falls out of
the ranks, killed, perhapg, by long con-
tinved exposure, a hundred more are
ready and begging with actual prayers
for the vacant place. The wages are
beggarly, but in this elty, where pov-
erty In all 1ta most hideous aspects
stares one In the face at every turn,
these posta are fought for with a dog-
gedness and & determination and des-
perntion that are terrible to see.

Some Picturesqune Characters,

They tell me that it is very pecullar
and well-not comme | faut to keep
noticing the people 1 meet on the street
and In the burses. However, T eunnot
help it, and T dare say it does not much
matler, but I alwnys have Lo take note
of my bus conductor every day, I al-
ways have to think and wonder about
him. He |2 such an Interesting person-
age—shabby, us I sald before, and

sometimes obviously Il though on deck
nevertheleas. Sometimes; too, he Is as
brown and evidently as tpugh as leath-
er, having been seasoned to the out-
door work through years and years of
service, He Is always cockney, too,
Never, In all the hundreds of bus rides
which I have had, have I encountered
what could be called a “gentleman con-
ductor” for in the code existent over
here, no one i a gentleman or gentle-
woman who drops his "h's" says ‘laldy”
for lady, or “dle"” for day, and go on,
Betting that aside, however, and re-
membering that “kind hearts are more
than coronets,” I have many and many
a time been permitted to ride on the bus
of "oneof nature's noblemen,” and have
been honored to recelve his polite and
courteous attentlon while under his
thoughtful care. He helps you in so
carefully, answering your questlong as
to route with equal patlence and polite-
ness; helps you off agaln, and carefully
directs you on your way If you have
still farther to go, and takes oh! such
good care of the old ladles and gentle-
men and the poor mothers with chil-
dren, a8 they get on and off. Many n
time have I wished that I were the
Queen of England, that I might carry
that little sword of hers about with me,
ride Incognito on the bugses, and some-
times knlght a degerving conductor on
the spot,
